OSTRIC H (Coat’d)! 

OSTRICH learned through one of his Paris contacts , established before the 
liberation of the city, that EJernande NEY , wife of Rene HEY (both of 1 he J FAaTIE 
group) hac returned to Paris from German-held territory* Through the same inter- 
mediary* OSTRICH made an appointment with Fernanda NZY; when she appeared for the 
rendezvous 1 she was taken into custody by SCI officers* In the meantime confronted 
with information provided by the second agent contacted by OSTRICH (this one not 
yet arrested), Fernande ICTY gave certain vital information ^rhe had refused to . 
reveal upon first interrogation* Che indicated that three female 3J agents, former 
members of the PPF, were currently en route to the French-Swiss border with the 
intention of transmitting to SD officers information concerning the location of 
gasoline pipelines in Allied territory. SCI has token steps to cause the arrest 
of the three women agents* 

This week, Rene PCNCIN, previously reported to be a member of the .Division 
LECLFRC (see 3CI Weekly Operations Report, 7 Dec 44) was arrested at his station 
by French authorities and brought to PCIC for interrogation* PONG IN was a member of t 
the JEAIJNE organization and one of RICHARDS closest col] aboratdrs . Under 
interrogation, PONCIN claimed that for a long period after he had joined RICHARD, 
he was not aware of the fact that he was working for the Germans and he considered 
the JLANNE sabotage group as an instrument for fighting communism in France; 
this, notwithstanding the. fact that he was a staff member and one of the leaders 
of the organization* 


PIOTR, Jean Joseph - This German Abwehr agent, previously reported captured, in 
7th Army territory (see Weekly Operations Report, 30 Nov 44.) has been transferred 
from Strasbourg to the PCIC. In Strasbourg, PIOTR identified two german agents 
no w apprehended by Allied authorities. In PAHSS, PIOTR has undergone preliminary 
interrogation and plans are being formulated for utilizing him in a special 
SCI operation. 

Captain ?• C* GRANT brought PIOTR and WAGNER to PCIC trop Strasbourg, for 
SCI interrogation and use, in PIOTR 1 3 case, as an SCI operatj.u. 


PUJOL - In Pari3 this week, PUJOL, uniformed as a Free French soldier, continued 
to participate in the investigation of German agents still in Paris* As a result 
of this week's operation, the following has been determined: 

(1.) One former enemy agent has joined the French Army? bis military 
address is known to SCI* (Lest week, as a result of an encounter with a friend 
on the street, .PUJOL learned another German agent had joined the French Army - 
sea Weekly Operations Report 14 Dec)* 

(2) One enemy agent is aveilable for arrest at his residence. 

(3) One former enemy agent is being used by the French as an informant* 

(4) While riding with SCI investigators in e jeep, PUJOL recognized 

a former enemy agent who was passing on the street. The agent was lost, in the 
crowd, however, before PUJOL could reach him. .SCI is following up the leads pro- 
vided by the PUJOL operation.
